Inconvenient to close road 
to our convenience store 


A FEW years ago a Tesco express was 
built close to where I live on the Royal 
Arsenal estate in Woolwich.

A couple of weeks ago I noticed barriers 
had been put up on the side of the road 
all the way up and around to Tesco - 1 
believe for pedestrian safety. The road 
leading to Tesco has now been closed 
which I think is insane. 

Berkeley Homes have spent all that 
money on the barriers and even a zebra 
crossing and now the road is closed. My 
mum and dad can no way walk to Tesco 
and there is nowhere near for them to 


park as it is permit holders only. 

Today there is now a barrier across the 
road stopping cars from going to Tesco. 
All this money has been spend on safety 
and even road humps but now no cars 
are allowed. 

Berkeley Homes said disabled people can 
have access between 8am and 6pm but 
what happens after that if say someone 
runs out of milk - Are they not allowed 
to go to the local convenience store? 


Kate Coppin, Woolwich 
• A spokesperson for Berkeley Homes 
said: "Due to a new phase of construction 
works at the new Crossrail station 
we regrettably have no choice other 
than to close the road temporarily 
in order to safeguard the safety of 
pedestrians. This stretch of the road is 
often used as a pedestrian route due 
to current low volumes of traffic, but 
forms an important entrance for heavy 
construction traffic for Crossrail during 
this phase of works. 

"Safety is our paramount concern and we 
will do our utmost to work with Crossrail 
to keep disruption to a minimum, to 
which end we hope to remove the 
barriers at the earliest opportunity. 

In the meantime we apologise for 
any convenience and appreciate the 
understanding of all our residents during 
these works which will ultimately deliver 
significant benefits to the entire area."

Schools are keen to act 
as good neighbours in the communities and 
we would encourage Mr Howard to make 
contact with the school to see if they can 
assist. We work with schools to encourage 
walking and cycling and to encourage legal 
and thoughtful parking when parents and 
carers need to drive. We will arrange more 
visits from the parking enforcement team 
and also contact the school to offer them 
further assistance."

HISTORIC Severndroog Castle has 
been officially re-opened after a full- 
scale restoration. 

The Mayor of Royal Greenwich, Cllr 
Mick Hayes, performed the ceremony 
on Thursday (October 15), in front of 
VIP guests. 

Described as ‘London’s 
greatest folly’, the 
unique 18th Century 
Grade 2* listed folly 
tower in the Shooters 
Hill woodlands was last 
opened to the public 25 
years ago. 

The reopening was 
the result 
of a labour 
of love by 
a group of 
dedicated 
enthusiasts 
who were 
determined 
to see it 
restored to 
its former 
glory. 

The 
Severndroog 
Building Preservation Trust was set up 
in 2003 by a small group of committed 
local people who were determined that 
the castle should be restored with the 
public given full access. 


After years 
of work, the 
trust was 
awarded a 
grant from 
the Heritage 
Lottery 
Fund for 
the physical 
restoration 
work and 
to develop 
plans for public access, learning and 
community involvement. 

The trust’s major funders were invited 
to the opening. They included the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, English Heritage, 


The Country Houses Trust, The Pilgrims 
Trust and the royal borough. 

Heritage manager Dr Laura Allan said: 
“The tower will once again give access to a 
beautiful panorama from the refurbished 
viewing platform which sits atop the 
circular staircase within the castle. 

“Visitors can also explore the building, 
visit our permanent exhibition and talk 
to volunteers about the restoration and 
the history of Severndroog.” 


The restoration work began in June last 
year by local contractors Hilton Abbey. 
There are now plans to use the castle’s 
function room and education facilities 
for community activities, educational 
visits, and corporate event hire. 

Severndroog Castle was built in 1784 
by Lady James of Eltham as a memorial 
to her husband, Sir William, who died 
in 1783.

Views sought on Silvertown tunnel 


A PUBLIC opinion exercise 
has been launched to find 
out what people think about 
plans for a new tunnel 
under the River Thames 
- and residents in Royal 
Greenwich are urged to have 
their say. 

The Transport for 
London (TfL) consultation 
started on Wednesday 
(October 15) on detailed 
plans for a tunnel that 
would connect Greenwich 
Peninsula with the Royal 
Docks. 

If approved by the 
government, work could 
begin in 2017 and take four 
years to complete at an 


estimated cost of around 
£750 million. 

TfL say it would reduce 
queuing at the Blackwall 
Tunnel, support new 
jobs and homes as well 
as new public transport 
connections across the 
river including a DLR 
extension to Eltham. 

They have already 
consulted people for their 
views on potential new 
crossings to the east of 
Silvertown, at Gallions 
Reach and Belvedere. 
While some are keen 
to alternatives to the 
Blackwall Tunnel there 
are concerns about air 


quality, noise, congestion 
and charging so everyone 
is urged to give their 
views. The capital’s 
population is forecast to 
grow to 10 million by 2030, 
with much of this growth 
in east London, so demand 
for river crossings will 
increase. 

The public consultation 
on the Silvertown Tunnel 
runs until December 19. 

A report on the findings 
will be presented to the 
London mayor in spring 
and on the consultation 
website.

School conference throws spotlight 



CROWN Woods School in Eltham is 
celebrating becoming an academy. 
Its new status means it will now be 
self-governing and run as a non-profit 
charitable trust. 

The school will now be known as the 
Stationers’ Crown Woods Academy, 
sponsored by the 

Worshipful Company 
of Stationers and 

Newspaper Makers. 

There will be no changes 
to the Crown Woods 
uniform or the way the 
students are grouped 
into ‘small schools’. 

Principal Michael 
Murphy said: “Working 
in partnership with 
other academies will 
help us to continue 
to raise standards 
while also benefitting 
from the investment 
and support from the 
Stationers’ Company.” 

The school got its 
name because it is built 
upon the land that was 
formerly King Henry 
VIII’s hunting grounds, 
hence ‘Crown Woods’. 

First known as Crown 
Woods School, it 
reopened in 2011 in new 
£50 million buildings as 
Crown Woods College. 

It is structured into 
four ‘home schools’, all 
of which are housed 
in separate buildings. 

Three of the schools 


are for pupils aged 11 to 16 and pupils 
are allocated to the schools based on 
ability, skills and interests. The fourth 
school is a sixth form centre for 16 to 
18-year-old students. 

It was previously administered by 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich, 
which will continue to run 
the admissions for new 
students. 


STUDENTS from Eltham Hill School 
organised a conference to put the 
spotlight on the issues and challenges 
faced by young women in the UK and 
around the world. 

They invited other female students from 
Plumstead Manor, the Harris Academy 
Greenwich, Thomas Tallis and John Roan 
to go along and discuss concerns such as 
domestic violence, female genital mutilation 
(FGM), body image and the challenges faced 
by girls globally to get an education. 

The October 13 conference, called Girl 
Rising, encouraged students to become 
‘agents of change’ and return to their

Help is at hand for foster carers 


ARE you caring for someone else’s 
child? If so, and if it is a private 
fostering arrangement, you could 
be entitled to advice and support 
from the royal borough. 

Private fostering is an 
arrangement that is made without 
involving the council, where the 
child or young person under the 
age of 16, or under 18 if disabled, is 
looked after for more than 28 days 
by someone other than a parent or 
close relative. 

The council has a legal duty to 
ensure the welfare of all children 
in private fostering. 

Anyone planning to foster 
privately must inform the council 
at least six weeks before starting. 
Where it is an emergency, the 
local authority must be informed 
within 48 hours. 

Once told of a private fostering 
arrangement, the 
council will arrange a 
home visit to check the 
care of the child and 
assess if the carer is 
suitable. 

The council will also 
make regular visits 
and make sure that the 
carer has the help and 
support that is needed. 

Although parents are 
responsible for paying 
the private foster 
carer, the council can 
help him or her when 
making benefit claims. 

One person who 


does private fostering is Olabisi 
Raheem from Charlton, who looks 
after her great niece. 

She said: “The support provided 
to me by Royal Greenwich 
children’s services has been 
extremely helpful. 

“They have carried out important 
safety checks and did an 
assessment of me and my family. 
They visit me and my great niece 
regularly to make sure that she 
is doing well and I 
have all I need 
to care for her A 
appropriately. M

BIDDING FOR PROPERTIES 

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Under the conditions of your tenancy agreement, you have 
a responsibility to leave your property in an acceptable state 
of repair. We may visit you to check this. If we consider 
your property is in an unacceptable condition, you may be 
prevented from moving or be recharged for work. 

To avoid getting an unwelcome bill, 
follow these rules: 

• Repair any damage caused to the property by you, your 
family or visitors to your home. 

• Make good any changes you have made to your property 
e.g. put back any doors that you have removed. 

• Make sure your garden is not overgrown and you have 
cleared all garden waste. 

• Clear all your items from the inside and the outside of the 
property. This includes any loft space, external cupboards 
or sheds. 

• Return all the keys to the Royal Borough’s offices no later 
than midday on Monday (or Tuesday if it is a Bank Holiday). 
You will be charged a further week’s rent if you do not 
return your keys on time. 

If you leave repairs that are your responsibility, or items that 
require disposal you will be charged the cost of this work. 

Special Collection Service 

The Royal Borough offers a Special Collection Service for 
tenants who are moving and want to dispose of something 
big and bulky, like a sofa or a fridge, and even unwanted 
clothes and other textiles. 

Simply contact Waste Services on 020 8921 4661 and tell 
them where you live and what you would like taken away. 

Items we will collect include: 

Fridges, freezers, washing machines, beds, sofas, clothes and 
carpets (carpets must be cut up and tied into manageable 
bundles that one person can carry). 

Items we DO NOT collect include: 

Fitted kitchens, bathroom suites, boilers, sheds, fences 
and rubble.

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Pupils experience legacy 


PUPILS from Christ Church Primary 
School, Greenwich, were part of the first 
group of more than 700 children to enjoy 
exclusive access to expert coaching at 
London 2012 legacy venues. 

Youngsters in Years 3 and 4 enjoyed 
coaching in Quicksticks - a fun four-a- 
side taster for hockey, and mini tennis. 

The sites were Lee Valley VeloPark and 
Lee Valley Hockey and Tennis Centre, 
which hosted their first schools festivals. 

Cycling, tennis and hockey were offered 
on the first of four days. 

The event was hosted by Lee Valley 


Regional Park Authority which owns 
and runs both venues, and is part of 
a long-standing programme giving 
schoolchildren across the capital and 
further afield opportunities to enjoy sport 
for free in inspirational surroundings. 

Lee Valley Hockey and Tennis Centre, 
where the wheelchair tennis took place 
during the Paralympic Games, is open 
to everyone.

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Olympic hero sets another first

CHILDREN at Woodhill Primary 
School are the first in England to 
have a new multi-use games area 
funded through Sport England’s 
primary spaces project. 

The school, in Woolwich, received a 
£30,000 grant to transform part of the 
playground to a sports area, which was 
opened by Olympic 400m gold medallist 
Christine Ohuruogu on Wednesday. 

Sport England is transforming facilities 
in 601 schools, in its £18 million National 
Lottery-funded investment project. 

School funds matched the grant to 
provide an all-weather area in which 
children can now enjoy two hours of 
quality physical education a week, instead 
of having to share the playground and 
indoor facilities in rotation. 

It can be used for football, hockey, tag 
rugby, basketball and netball and there is 
also a climbing wall set up nearby.

Year 6 pupils were the first to try out 
the facilities. Destiny Okoro, 10, said: “It 
is very exciting to have a new experience, 
to have a new play area on which to have 
some fun and learn new things.” 

Adele Porno, 10, added: “Some people slip 
over when we do sport, but now they don’t 
hurt themselves.” 

Ellen MacDonald, a member of 
Greenwich Royals who wants to be a 
swimmer in the Olympics, said: “It’s got 
an anti-slip surface so it’s not like falling 
over on concrete. It felt really important to 
be trusted to go on it. I love running round 
doing sports.” 

Christine Ohuruogu told GT: “This is a 
very safe and fun surface for kids to play 
on - I’ve not seen any child just stand 


around and they are all engaged. 

“I didn’t have anything like this at school. 
We had a concrete playground and a bit of 
grass but it was only used in summer, or 
the school hall. It’s really great for kids 
to be able to play without fear of hurting 
themselves. It’s a worthwhile investment 
in an inner city area where there is not 
much space. It’s important kids are taking 
part in sport and enjoying it.” 

Kate O’Connor, head of school, said the 
opening was a “momentus occasion” to 
see the playground transformed to be able 
to deliver two hours of quality physical 
education per child each week. 

Sport England’s director of community 
sport Mike Diaper said: “When we were 
launching this fund, we knew there were 


currently many primary schools that had 
little or no suitable outdoor space for PE or 
sport. By giving children the space to take 
part in PE and play sport from an early 
age, we can help them establish a lifelong 
sporting habit that will also help them 
lead to living healthy lifestyles.” 

The school sits in the ward of Cllr 
John Fahy, the royal borough’s deputy 
leader and cabinet member for children’s 
services. He added: “This is an extremely 
exciting opportunity for the borough, 
being the first of 601 similar facilities. 

“When we set out in 2010 to embrace the 
Olympics we wanted to ensure there was 
a legacy in the future. I am sure there are 
some Olympians of the future playing here 
this afternoon.”
